1776; and in the second revolution Messaohusetts puts 
abBcecfhcrmost hated citizens in the van as symbols 
ofthe prinriptes to which she dedicates herself in this 
trial hoar of the Eepnblic ; for I have been told, since 
I entered the hall, that there is no doubt that two color¬ 
ed men of the Commonwealth will take their places 
mderthedomeofthe .Star., Hoose to represent the cities 
ofBoatonsiidChailestowu inthe Legislature the coming 
year.

hBiecher, in attempting to find a spot where to stand, 
toe is no man great enough to swerve a hair's breadth 
mthepurposeof the people and survive. The people 
ifltoiget a whole mountain load of demerit if a man 
ill but serve them m this great purpose, and they will 
loSuget a mountainous load of merit, if a man refuses 
isatelhem in this great peril. Take Grant, covered 
hh Isarels ; and yet, so halting and equivocal his 
aeon, that his name foils to stir one single plandit 
1 me prairies of the West. The people will elect no 
m President merely on the ground that he keeps his 
rath shut They say. Reticence hides nothingness 
netimes. A man says nothing because be has 
efiaug to say. That is no qualification for President. 
Hicaice sometimes hides something ; and they deter- 
metoknow what that something is before they trust 
;nth office. 

Itike it that the real attitude of the American people 
>% is an attempt on the part of the pec^le to carry 
a its great purpose, and the only thing that opposes 
lisths Eiecntiv2, representing the effort of the South 
iMgsin her position ; and Congress undertook, in its 
«ttagsasiou,to find a neutral spot that wsis neither 
p B the level of the popular demand nor low enough 
Dtooe under Executive approbation.

She is an oligarchy, 
ud recognizes no other safe form of government. Ex- 
epong this instinctive purpose of the people, there is 
»representative party at the North that meets the 
iouth on that issue. Men meet it. Gov. Bout well, 
leu. Banks, Jndge Kelley, meet it ; but the Republican 
■xXs does not meet it. The Tribune of to-day says ; 
‘Wedon't know whether the negro is entitled to a vote, 
slather he has intelligence enough to vote ; but until 
lego into an idiot asylum, we will maintain that while 
iedoesn't vote he shall not be counted to increase votes 
iguLstna; and on that position we fight this battle.”

Ivo men doubt where their line runs, and^they say, 
“We won’t go to a jury, and say it runs here ; you say 
itrausthere; we will compromise and say it runs there.' 
Hat is a comptomice. There has never been one ii 
Ame ric an histoiy. In 1789, the white man of Massachu- 
kUs and Carohna sat down and sacrificed the rights of 
fie negro—an absent, unrepresented party- -and called 
iacorapranise. So the 39th Congress, having passed 
fiuough the war sustsised by four millions of allies, 
down and sidled these aUies out of their rights, for¬ 
feited their own pledges to the world, and called it 
et^nmise. 'We owed the n^ro recognition, we owed 
iiim protection. He said, “Give me a vote." "Oh, 
m," said Tbaddens Stevens, “ we can’t give you a v 
Jrat here is a plate of soup, cooked at the public 
pense.” (laughter and applause.) Having deserted 
the negro, they caE back the same dominant race, the 
time State sovereignty as before. What endangered 
the Union ? The admission that a State had the right 
10 push her sovereignty so far that she could 


I the very necessary basis of the. Federal government. 

I What ought we to demand of the South ? That she 
should repudiate the right of secession. Wc want the 
I right Tor the Federal government to protect the elective 

(franchise of its own citizens. 

We have had a government that had no right to say 
who should vote and who ahoiild not. What resulted 
from It? Why, the pioisononsroot of State sovereignty, 
from which many and taU branches of mischief did 
grow. The war taught its evil to us. We cni 
with the right to do everything nec 
prevent the reorganization of such a civil system. IVhat 
our first duty ? It was to cut up by the roots all tl 
element of State sovereignty, so far as it undertook 
interfere with the inevitable superstruoture of the Fed¬ 
eral government. I give to Alabama the right to vote 
whether Boston harbor shall fear British iron-clads. 
What ought I to have in exchange? Why, I ought to 
have the seme right, co-ertensive with this great re¬ 
sponsibility, to investigate who speaks the voice oi 
Alabama. Sixty yetirs of trial and four of war have 
shown us that we have not sacrificed enough of the 
sovereignty of the States. Eveiybody acknowledges it 
Congress itself acknowledges it individually. That is 
the trouble about Congress. Yon don’t know where to 
It it. Gen. Banks at Malden out-radicals me. (Laugh- 
:.) Nobody can come up to Gen. Wilson at Natick. 
Gen. Ashley at Toledo is Garrison himself. All these 
find them where you will in the presence of their 
constituents, acknowledge that there is no settlement of 
this question unless the flag goes down to the Gulf, 
the sense in which I have described ; it is only when 
they get to Ckmgrcss that they awindle. Gov. BoutwoH, 
Gen. Wilson, Chas. Sumner, Judge KeUey, 
swindlers : it is only the House of Representatives and 
Senate of the United Stales that are swindlers. What 
do we send them to Washington for? As a govern¬ 
ment—to exorcise the fuBctions ot a State. Last night,

If Gen. Grant did not perform his 
duty, why didn’t they summon him before their com¬ 
mittee to make answer why ; and if the fault rested in 
the 'White House, why not impeach it? (Applause.) 
But, yon say they cim’t impeach it. Well, if they c 
not, they can stop the supplies. (Applause.) Ton 

for government ; a government which is not boy’s 
play, which is the majority issuing its order, and de¬ 
termined to be obeyed. Think of the Long Parliament 
sitting in London and having a report come up to them 
that their Lieutenant-General had let a mob deluge 
Liverpool with English blood, that the Protector of the 
realm was in league with the Stuaits, that it wasn't safe 
for an Englishman to visit Bristol, do you suppose they 
would have adjourned?

Tell me 
they could not prevent it! One man made New Or¬ 
leans safe to live in. Could not Congress make the 
? (Loud applause.) Yon have hut to extend 
New Orleans until it covers ten States, and the jnohlem 
solved. Cannot Congress take example from one of 
their successful agents ? There is no secret about the 
problem. The white race is not converted. You can¬ 
not govern the South against its educated classes, with 
their social prestige. If they cannot be hung nor ex¬ 
iled, they must he flanked. If that element remains in 
the South, how can it be balanced! Not by the negroes. 
Four millions of nneducated negroes, with none of that 
oharaeter which results from position, with none of that 
weight that comes from one or two generations of recog¬ 
nized manhood, cannot outweigh that element ot the 
South. If the white men at the Sonthihaveltheir lives 
spared, then the government must hold that territory 
by the iron arm of military despotism for some years to 
Just exactly as Butler governed New Orleans, is 
the Sonth to he governed in the next five or .seven 
years ; hang a traitor as an example, and keep the rest 
order by the example. Horace Greeley wishes I 
would be more concihatory, and thinks that, if I would 
only treat the South us the Irishman treated his pig, 
that he drove to Cork by making him thinlc that he was 
DubRn, I would be successful. I imagine the 
picture! Horace driving Jeff. Davis, who imagines he 
is setting up the confederacy when he is establishing 
universal suflBrage! But which is the driver and which 
the dupe ? (Laughter and applause.)

The negro does not want any protection, 
does not want any Civil Rights bill, docs not want any 
Bureau. He wants the territory of South Carolina 
which belongs to him—wonts the land. Stokes and 
Browulow of Tennessee want the land, the recognition. 
They are Tennessee. Then we will curb them with 
Civil Rights hiUs, to see that they do not make the 
power of Tennessee too hard for the rohels to bear. 

Mr. Phillips then proceeded to speak of the financial 
aspect of the question he was considering, arguing that 
the policy he proposed would open a market 
North which would secure to New England custom to 
the amount of $100,000,000 a year, and thus the danger 
of panic and bankruptcy would be averted. I argue this 
question, said Mr. P., on the broadest basis, because 
I know that when these millions of the black 

country put their bands to the helm of government, 
when a million oi black votes ore counted and recog¬ 
nized 08 political elements of the country, the day of 
the black race has come. We shall issue our order to 
that Cuba ceases to he a slaveholding island 
shall, like Italy, annex our 'Venice ; the colored people 
recognized in this country as equals, will stretch 
their hands to the nationality of Hayti, and shelter 
under the protection of the Union from the Southern 
cunning of Spain and the diplomacy of Prance. Ally¬ 
ing ourselves with the civilizations of Europe, we shall 
stretch a hand across the ocean and lift Brazil into har¬ 
mony with the nineteenth century. |

A Chabob op Negko Solotebs. —Gen. Butler thus 
concluded his speech at Milwaukee : 

“ Bnt as I said, I had a personal reason. In 1864, 
__ the 29th day of December, I was ordered by the 
Commanding General of the armies of the United 
States to take the rebel works on Newmarket Heights, 
on the Northern bank of the James river. The works 
were of great strength, and were, in fact, the key to 
Richmond. A large redoubt was huUt upon the top of 
the hill. In front of it were two lines of abattis, one 
at a distance of about 50 and the otner 15 yards. In 
front of these lines was a marsh, and in front of this 
marsh a fftch, and before the ditch a plain of about 360 
yards in length. On that plain I put 3,000 colored sol¬ 
diers iu column of division. Their guns were at right 
shoulder-shift, and the caps were taken from the guns 
lest they should' stop to fire : for I believe that if any 
column ever stopped under the fire of that fort, it would 
never start and make a successful charge. I said let 
your cry be ‘ Remember Fort FUlow,’ and take the 
work at the double quick. 

“ The column started forward, one living mass of 
energetic life. It struggled through the marsh, waded 
through the brook and over the ditoh, broke a little, 
gathered itself up again, and went forward, reaching 
the first line of abattis under a murderous fire, and cries 
of ‘Come on, yon cursed negroes, we want your arms.’ 
It passed through the second line and reached the work 
itself, and mounting its parapet burst over the fortifioar 
tions, and the rebels, onoe started, never stopped run¬ 
ning for four miles; and why ? Bcoaose the rebels 
themselves remembered Fort Pillow, which Gens. 
Granger and Custer, at Cleveland, found it convenient 
to forget. "When, in a few moments after, I, as Com¬ 
manding General, rode on that clear September day 
over that plain and through the marsh, following the 
advance of the column, I found as I guided my horse 
hither and thither, lest he should tread upon those 
sacred bodies, that in that pool of carnage lay 456 dead 
bodies of my colored soldiers, with their feces upturned 
heaven in the sunlight, as in mute appeal for justice 
their race, in whose behalf they had laid down their 
lives. As I still guided my horse, I swore an oath that 
‘ my right band should torget her cunning and my 
tongue cleave to the roof of my mouth,’ if I ever failed 
to insist upon justice to the race of those men who laid 
down their lives fighting for the maintenance and sup- 
irt of a country which had been to them only one of 
jndage and slavery, but which should have been one 
of freedom and right. Judge ye 1 judge ye! (Cheers, 
long and continued.) ”
